Cube educates 


and entertains students

WILMINGTON Last 
week, 150 fourth graders at 
North Intermediate Middle 
School experienced a unique 
way to learn about science 
when the Curiosity Cube vis- 
ited their school. The Curio- 
sity Cube is a mobile tech- 
nology and science lab spon- 
sored by Millipore Sigma, a 
global life science company 
with offices in the local 
area. Millipore Sigma uses 
the lab in an effort to spark 
student interest in science, 
technology, engineering and 
math (STEM). 

Rebecca Dowd, Millipore 
Sigma Curiosity Cube Coor- 
dinator, directed the day’s 
events along with other vol- 
unteers from her company. 

“We focus on future gener- 
ations,” she explained. “We 
pull the kids out of the class- 
room to show them how fun 
science really is and to show 
them how it applies to every- 
day life.” 

Dowd explained the three 
experiments the children 


were conducting that day. 
First, they learned about 
DNA extraction by collect- 
ing their own. 

“We’re taking something 
that's conceptual and using 
these learning tools to make 
the abstract very real and 
hands-on for them,” Dowd 
said. 

Then to explore the brain, 
the students used virtual 
technology to dissect and ex- 
amine the brain both inside 
and out. They also used a 
digital microscope to look at 
actual human brain speci- 
mens. 

Lastly, 3D printers and 
health care applications such 
as prosthetics were explored. 
That day the potential future 
scientists built their own tiny 
robots to demonstrate the 
technology and health con- 
nection. 

Wilmington resident Laura 
Cataldi works for Millipore 
Sigma and can be credited 
with bringing the Curiosity 
Cube to the town. She learned 
that the Cube was going to be 
in the area and worked with 
the school to nominate them 
as a tour site. 


She was one of the volun- 
teers there and said, “I defi- 
nitely believe you need to 
spark the interest at a young 
age.” 

Her daughter Sofia attends 
the North School and was 
quite excited about the proj- 
ect. Both she and sister 
Julia, a second grader, are- 
already fans of science since 
Cataldi has taken the girls to 
other Millipore Sigma 
STEM events. 

“They constantly ask me,” 
‘Can we do experiments?” 
Cataldi stated with a proud 
smile. 

Cataldi explained that part 
of the company’s corporate 
responsibility philosophy fo- 
cuses on a commitment to 
STEM education and using 
their employees as volun- 
teers in the community. 

“I'm really pleased to be> 
part of a company that sup- 
ports bringing Science tor 
kids in this way.” >

For anyone who does not

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A-maize-Ing Ina 


By PAIGE IMPINK 


News Correspondent 
paige@yourtowncrier.com 


othing says fall like a good 

corn maze. Recently, we had 

the chance to experience one 

of the largest in the area, the 
Mega Maze at Davis Farmland in 
Sterling. 

Acres of tall corn are planted 
around a pattern, growing up to cre- 
ate walls which have dead ends, cir- 
cles, and passageways. This year’s 
maze, when viewed from the sky, 
was a silhouette of New England 
Patriot quarterback Tom Brady. 

As visitors work their way through 
the labyrinth, interactive signs and 
fun quiz boards enhance the experi- 
ence and act as way finders should 
people get confused. We often found 
ourselves backtracking and hitting 
the same dead ends, however. A few 
strategically placed elevated plat- 
forms are staffed by employees who 
can help people navigate or depart 
quickly if need be. The good news is 
that no one will be left in a maze, so 
please don’t call 911. 

In 2011, a family dialed 911 for help 
getting out of a corn maze at Con- 
nors Farm in Danvers. Apparently, 
this is a fairly common situation 
with police departments across the 
country reporting that people call in 
a panic, fearing that they will be left 
in a maze or that they can’t get out. 

Corn mazes have become a live 
saver activity for family farms who 
have increasingly come under pres- 
sure from larger agribusinesses. 
The corn maze concept is modeled 
after the puzzle hedges designed 
around medieval castles. 

Using farmland to generate rev- 
enue after the main growing season 
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has provided needed financial sup2 
plements for families seeking to; 
keep their land. Whole businesse$ 
have sprouted up to instruct farms 
ers how to grow a maze and how td 
set safety guidelines. In fact, agri® 
tainment is the category into which 
mazes fall alongside petting zoos; 
hayrides, and pick your own fields =; 
really anything that lets the publie 
interact with the farm for a fee. 

Safety is also crucial in a maze: 
and sample guidelines include no:

Wilmington dedicates new gymnas

WILMINGTON -- Larry 
Cushing was many things to 
many people during his 
remarkable life. Father, 
husband, friend, teammate, 
teacher. You name it, he did 
it. But mostly, he was sim- 
ply “Mr. Cushing” to the 
children of Wilmington. 

As Wilmington’s first ath- 
letic director, he was the 
man responsible for building 
the Wilmington High sports 
program from the ground 
up, growing it from a pro- 
gram that had three boys 
teams and two girls teams 
when he joined the 
Wilmington School system 
in 1949, to one that had 22 
teams and an active town 
recreation program when he 
retired in 1978. 

Larry Cushing died in 1984, 
and two years later, a new 
gymnasium was named in 
his honor. That gymnasium 
was torn down for the con- 
struction of the new 
Wilmington High School, 
and on Saturday morning at 
a ceremony at the new high 
school, the gymnasium was 
once again dedicated to Mr. 
Cushing, and will be forever 
known as the H. Cushing 
Memorial Gymnasium. 

As Master of Ceremonies 
Jim Stewart, Wilmington’s 
former Town Moderator 
stated during his comments 
to the large assembled 
crowd, it was “An extremely 
appropriate honor for a man 
Who spent most of his adult 


life working with 
Walmington student ath- 
leétes.” 


“Stewart also added, “You 
have to do something great, 
or be a truly great person, 
or-both in the case of Larry, 
to‘ get a facility like this 
hamed after you. And to 
have the town vote to do it 
twice shows how great a 
tan Larry Cushing was and 
how many people he touched 
asthe master of our town.” 
“Stewart was just one of 
many guest speakers to 
honor the life of Larry 
Cushing, as town manager 
Jeff Hull, Chairman of the 


Wilmington Board of 
Selectman Michael 
Champoux, Interim 
Superintendent of 


Wilmington Public Schools 
Paul Ruggiero, Chairman of 
the Wilmington School 
Committee Steve Bjork and 
David Robertson, represent- 
ing state representative Jim 
Miceli’s office, all had words 
of .praise for Cushing. 

Hull recalled the first time 
he had heard about the leg- 
endary Larry Cushing. 

“When I first came to 
Wilmington nearly thirty 
years ago, one of the first 
people I heard about was 
Mr. Cushing. I heard about 
his giving, his kindness and 
his civic contributions,” Hull 
Said. “It’s only fitting that 
this facility that is being 
rededicated to Mr. Cushing 
is part of Wilmington’s civic 
eenter and is a tribute to 
someone who gave so much 
both to the students and to 
the adults in the communi- 
ty.” 

«@hampoux was the next to 


speak, and he also spoke of 
how appropriate it was that 
this new gymnasium is 
being dedicated to the mem- 
ory to Cushing. He then pre- 
sented a Certificate of 
Recognition to Larry’s 
youngest son, Jack, a well 
known member of the 
Wilmington Public Schools 
community. 

The certificate read, in 
part, “In honor of Lawrence 
H. Cushing for his lifelong 
contribution to the residents 
of Wilmington and his lega- 
cy of services above self.” 

The ceremony also fea- 
tured outstanding dance 
numbers by the third 
graders at the Woburn 
Street School, and the fourth 
and fifth graders at the 
North Street School, both 
under the direction on Laura 
Stinson, replicating dances 
that Mr. Cushing taught to 
some of the first physical 
education classes at 
Wilmington Public Schools.

| The game may not have 
tbeen the most perfect one 
‘that Shawsheen has played 
}this season, but Rams 
‘coach Al Costabile was 
‘proud of the way his team 
‘stepped up in the final 11 
minutes. 

* “We found a way, and 
that’s what you have to do 
‘sometimes if you want to be 
‘a good football team,” 
'Costabile said. “Sometimes 
it doesn’t go your. way. 
Sometimes things aren’t 
feasy. Sometimes you have 
‘to battle yourself, and bat- 
‘tle the other team. You 
‘have to battle a lot and 
‘these guys battled. These 
guys played a great second 
half.” 

After blowing out Whittier 
‘the last time they met at 
Cassidy Field just three 
weeks ago by a score of 46- 
8, Shawsheen fans may have 
‘expected more of the same 
in this one, but that was 
hardly the case as Whittier 
(5-3) came ready to play, 
stymying the Rams offense 
for much of the night, tak- 
ing an 8-6 lead into the half 
and maintaining it into the 
fourth quarter.

pered for a spectacular 35- 
yard touchdown run. The 
conversion pass to Studley 
gave the Rams a 14-8 lead 
with 9:46 left in the game. 

Whittier would not go qui- 
etly, however, putting 
together a nice drive on 
their next possession, driv- 
ing from their 35-yard line 
to the Shawsheen 41, but it 
was there that the duo of 
Eldaly and Studley com-

Duo comes up with game's

BILLERICA - Having 
taken the lead just moments 
earlier in their matchup with 
Whittier in the first round of

Senior quarter- 
back Cody Sughrue of 
Tewksbury then hit Shawn 
Powderly with a two-point 
conversion pass to give the 
Rams some breathing room 
at 22-8 and they never looked 
back, on their way to clinch- 
ing a spot in the semi-finals 
against Stoneham _ this 
Friday night. 

Eldaly, who made the big 
hit that forced the ball loose, 
deferred credit for the play 
to the Rams coaching staff, 
who had prepared him for 
such a moment. 

“J just did what my coaches 
taught me,” Eldaly said. “I 
went right through the line, 
beat my guy, sacked the 
quarterback, (Studley) 
picked up the ball, we scored 
a touchdown.

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Wildcats grab a piece 
of program history 
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the way: a ferocious, physi- 
cal attack from the Wildcats 
defensive eleven. 

“The kids executed the 
game plan perfectly,” said 
Wilmington head coach 
Craig Turner. “We had a 
good scout on them. We kind 
of had a good idea of what 
they were going to try to do. 
The kids really did a great 
job of keying on stuff that we 
thought they would want to 
do. We are a physical group 
and I think that’s hard for 
other teams to simulate and 
get ready for. I thought we 
played a good, hard physical 
game. I thought the kids 
really played well.” 

Gloucester ended the first 
half with 89 total yards and 
ended the game with 73. Yes 
that would be negative -16 
for the second half. 
Wilmington combined for 
four QB sacks, three more 
tackles for loss of yards, two 
turnovers including one fum- 
ble and one interception, as 
well as a safety. 

“Defensively we were pre- 
pared for everything,” said 
captain Marken Nerestant, 
who combined with Patrick 
Cook for one of the QB sacks 
on the night. “We have been 
working on that stuff all 
week and it all paid off. The 
coaching staff did a great 
job of getting us ready all 
week for what we saw 
tonight.” 

Nerestant was then asked 

if he has been surprised with 
the way the defense has 
played this season, especial- 
ly lately. 
* “Tf feel that we have had a 
solid defense. We have a 
solid core of kids who have 
been us with us for a while 
and some starters back from 
last year. Everything has 
just come together this year. 
We are unstoppable right 
now,” he said. 

Assistant coach Sean 
Turner deserves a lot of 
credit. The team's defense 
has continued to get better 
and better every week, 
including giving up just six 
combined points the last two 
weeks against Stoneham and 
Gloucester. 

“(Sean) is doing a really 
good job,” said his brother.

“J tell people all of the time 
that coaching football is not 
hard. You just got to get the 
kids to want to play for you. 
We have a great coaching 
staff and the kids are ready 
to go to bat for them every 
single week. We study like 
heck on film and we really 
try to key the kids in on 
what stuff people want to do 
to us. It’s kind of one of 
those things that you can’t 
get ready for everything, but 
you want to make sure that 
your kids are prepared for 
what other teams try to do, 
so you hope you can put the 
kids in situations to stop 
what other teams like to do 
in the big situations.

‘anticipated, Gloucester took 


the opening kick-off and 
marched right down the 
field. Running the Wing-T 
Offense, Turner thought that 
the “element of shock” 
would push the 'Cats back a 
bit before they could settle 
in. 

The Fishermen started 
from their own 41 and had 
positive yards on each of 
their first six running plays. 
That streak stopped when 
Tyler Roberts sacked QB 
James Nelson for a four- 
yard loss. After a penalty on 
Gloucester pushed the ball 
back to the Wilmington 30, 
the Fishermen went to the 
ground again gaining 6, 9, 3 
and 4 yards, to set up third- 
and-three from the ''Cats 8. 
That's when Nerestant and 
Cook combined for the QB 
sack which was followed by 
an incomplete pass and 
Gloucester turned the ball 
over on downs. 

Wilmington followed with a 
three-and-out. Graham 
Smith punted on fourth down 
and Roberts absolutely 
destroyed the punt returner, 
popping the ball loose. 
However, the referees called 
a personal foul on Roberts, 
negating the fumble recov- 
ery. Gloucester took over at

later, facing fourth-and-five 
from the 31, running back 
Mare Smith took the ball to 
his left and advanced four 
yards, falling just shy of a 
first down, again giving the 
ball back to Wilmington.

Gloucester pay. Wilmington 
put together an 8-play, 73- 
yard drive which was mixed 
by two Fishermen penalties 
for a combined 25 yards, a 
bad snap which moved the 
ball back ten yards. 
Wilmington had the ball on 
its own 41, and Smith took a 
QB keeper for five yards and 
received a tremendous block 
by John Kenney. Two plays 
later, Smith sent a deep pass 
down the right sideline. The 
ball was underthrown a bit 
and Roberts came back for 
it. As he did the Gloucester 
defensive back tipped the 
ball into the air, and it land- 
ed in the hands of Roberts

around the 20 yard line and 
he cruised in untouched for 
the touchdown coming with 
6:43 left in the second quar- 
ter. 

The score remained that 
way through the break, 
including Wilmington com- 
ing up short on fourth-and-18 
from the Gloucester 32 with 
a 16-yard completion to 
Michael DuCharme. 

“We told them at halftime 
that if it wasn’t for a couple 
of bad penalties, we would 
have been running away 
with (the win). Instead it as 
7-0,” said Turner. “We strug- 
gled on the offensive line in 
the first half so we schemed 
some stuff up at halftime, so 
we fixed up some stuff which 
got us going in the second 
half and we got going on 
that first drive.” 

Wilmington erupted for 23 
second half points. John 
Kenney scored on a 49-yard 
run on the first drive of the 
third quarter. 

“John Kenney is just such 
a tough back,” said Turner. 
“He’s just out there running 
through kids. You watch him 
out there and you just see 
him lower his shoulder and 
get past someone else.” 

Then with 17 seconds left in 
the third, a bad snap on a 
fourth down punt landed in 
the end zone and Patrick 
Carroll made the touch-tack- 
le for the safety making it 
16-0. 


Smith then connected with 
Roberts for the second time, 
a 30-yard TD pass before 
Smith finished the scoring 
with a 5-yard TD run coming 
with 1:12 left in the game. 
Adam Bishop booted his 
fourth PAT kick. 

On the night, Smith com- 
pleted 8-of-12 passes for 146 
yards with two TDs, and also 
rushed for 28 yards with a 
score. Kenney finished with 
108 rushing yards making it 
the fifth time in eight games 
he went over 100 yards, while 
he also surpassed the 1,000 
yard plateau on the season 
currently with 1,010. Roberts 
finished with 4 catches for 92 
yards. 

Defensively, Roberts had 
two QB sacks, Brendan Ross 
and Kyle Kenyon had the 
other sacks, Tom Robarge 
had an interception and 
Carroll had both the fumble 
recovery and the tackle for 
the safety. 

“Honestly, I had a good 
feeling about this season. I 
thought this was going to the 
year,” said Nerestant. 

Wilmington will look to 
keep the post-season wins 
going with the trip to 
Marblehead (7-0) on Friday. 
The Magicians defeated 
Gloucester 21-12 earlier this 
season.
